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HELLO! BOONSHILL 


An article appearing in the Fayetteville Observer dated June 18, 
1936 written by T.S. Miller, Waco, Texas 


Listen! Let me tell you something of your burg 64 years 4go. The 
last time I saw it was Sept. 13, 1872, the date my father and family 
left that place with twelve other families for the State of Texas. 


There were two business houses in operation, one of which would be 
recognized today as a saloon; one cotton gin, powered by 2 large. in- 
cline wheel on which several head of oxen walked, 48 if constantly 
going up hill. The press was 4 wooden screw concern, the levers 30 
or 4O feet long, to which two mules were hitched for turning the screw 
and the plant had the capacity for getting out four or five bales 4 
day, each bale tied with a hard, hemp rope. 


About that time the flat metallic tie came into service, which is 
now known in all countries for holding pressed and compressed cotton 
in shape if the bales are made for domestic and foreign commerce, 


Besides the two store buildings, seven or eight residences, and one’ 
school building, made up the town. Two of the residences were two= 
story in structure, and all buildings were on one side of the road, . 
except one. 8 


The school building was & two-story brick, and stood to the left of 
the road, on top of the hill, going from Boonshill toward Fayetteville 
and was about 300 yards from the cemetery and Shiloh church, es 


The two upper rooms of the school building were used for Masonic 
services while the two lower ones were utilized for educational pur- 
poses. 


Mr. Bill McDaniel owned the gin; Jack Swinford was the dary goods and 
grocery merchant; 'Belly Bundle! Wright catered to the thirsty, while 
France Ray pounded iron in his blacksmith shop. wr, Bibby made and 
repaired shoes, and John Oglesby repaired wagons, buggies and made and . 
repaired all kinds:of plow tools known at that time 


The citizens, most of whom were heads of families, as I recall them, 
were Jonas Wilson, Bill McDaniel, 'Billy' Bundle! Wright, John and 
Ank Johmson, Jack and Green Swinbroad, Dump and Rufe Smith, Irv. 
Owen, Alf Templeton, Joe Young, Dan Whittington, Tom Sanders, Pole 
and John Abbott, Geo. Sawyers, Marion Wright, John Oglesby, Dr. Wd. 
Miller, Prof. W.W. Erwin, Tom Hobbs, John Cathey, Cap Hopper, Eps 
Hardin, Jno. T. Wilson, Ebb. Hampton, Taylor McAfee and many others I 
can not now recall. 


These people resided mostly in the country adjacent to Boonshill, 
from one-fourth to three or more miles distant. 


Now, you good members of the Boonshill club, see how many of the 
following names you can recall: These are names of the boys and girls 
who were my schoolmates in 1869,1870, and 1871-2?

quail in the fields, or tracking cotton tails in the snow, 


If any reader knows any of the named people in the foregoing who are 
yet alive, I shall be thankful to hear of them. .

DEATH OF COL. DAVIS SiITH 
Fayetteville Observer March 11, 1886 


Col. Davis Smith died at his residence in Coryell Co., Texas, Jan~ 
uary 8th, 1886, aged 86 years 2 months and 3 days. He was born in, 
Stakes county, N.C. November 5th, 1799, His father, David Smith ,i@ 
emigrated with his family to the western portion of Lincoln county 
in 1810, and settled on swan creek, After arriving at the age of 
maturity, the deceased spent considerable time with Nathan Penson, 
surveying the lands of Obion Co., West Tennessee. He was married 
January 3ist, 1844, to Miss Ruthy Davis, who died of consumption . 
February 9th, 1844, He was narried again in 1855 to Miss Elinor 
Robison, with whom he lived until 1863, when she died. 


Gol. Smith joined the it. Carmel Baptist church in 1857, and was 
paptised by Elder Atkinson Johnson.

The history of Ireland in america furnishes no brighter name than the 
one that heads this article, an article elsewhere in the Union gives 
gome facts in the history of this brilliant orator and literateur, 
from the ven of one of the ablest lawyers in Tennessee, who was his 
contemporary. ir.

DEATH OF MR FLANNERY - WAR REMINISCENCE 
Fayetteville Observer March 11, 1886 


Mr, Patrick Flennery died in Nashville on Friday evening last aged 
61 years, leaving a wife ard nine children. 


He, in partnership with John Markum, his brother-in-law, in 1860 
built the stone bridge across Elk river, near this place. This 
bridge is pronounced the finest piece of masonry in the State. 


He will be remembered vy many of our citizens as a witty, companion- 
able, cheerful Irishman. We remember an incident that illustrated 
his aptness at repartee, ‘The 35th Indiana infantry was stationed in 
Fayetteville for a time, and its officers, who were mostly frish, 
stretched their tents in the court yeard, and a number of citizens, 
among them Hr. Flannery, frequently met there to pass an idle hour. 
MeClellan had just heen driven back in Virginia by Lee, One day 
while conversation lagred, the adjutant, a cultured, jolly gentleman,

DEATH OF AN OLD PAYETTEVILLIAN - Willian L. Berry 
Fayetteville Observer Aug. 20, 1885 


In Oakland, CA, on the 12th of July, Mr. Wm, L. Berry died, aged 71 
years. Our elder readers will remember him. For many years, until 
1847, he was the senior member of the firm of W.L. & AH. Berry, 
publishers and proprietors of the Lincoln Journal. He moved from this 
place to Memphis, where he ovublished the irk a short time, then mov- 
ed to Nashville, where he assumed control of the publishing depart- 
ment of the Banner of Peace, as senior of the firm, Berry & Langdon, 
He was, also, landlord of the Mansion Fouse, on north Market street. 
Subsequently, the firm of Berry, Saufley & Co., wholesale dry goods 
merchants, was formed, and after a brief existence failed, when, in 
1860, He emigrated to CA, where he spent the remainder of his life.

OUR HONORED DEAD - Henry Turney, Esq. 
Fayetteville Observer - July 23, 1885 


Henry Turney was born in Sumner Co., Ty, Aug. 6, 1798. He died at 
his home, near Meridian Camp Ground, in LCT, June 22, 1885, aged 8 
years 10 mos, and 16 days. 


In the year 1802 Jacob Turney, Henry's father, moved to Smith Co.,, 
@N, and was among the first settlers of that county, There Henry was 
reared to young manhood, and partook of the many hardships incident 
to the lives of the early settlers, There were few educational 
advantages in those times, and consequently the education of young 
Henry was limited... 


Mr, Turney was twice married, first, in 1820, he was married to Hiss 
Mary Russell of Winchester, Va. ‘wo children were the fruits of the 
first marriage, both dead, He was again married in 1827 to Hiss 
Delila Pigs, of Franklin Co., TN, and to them were born eleven child- 
ren, three ere dead, 


July 28, 1819, Mr. Turney was appointed Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
2uth regiment of the Militia of the Ala, Territory - Wm. W. Bibb, 
Gov. of the Territory, Here Mr. Turney was distinguished for his 
fidelity to the trust committed to his charge. 


Early in the year 1821 he went to Few Orleans. He had not been there

narrowly escaped being killed, and when he arrived in Fayetteville 
night was on and the whole vopulation of the town and adjacent coun- 
try was assenbled on the square in the act of raising a Breckinridge 
pole. ir, Davidson arrived on the scene and. with a graphic and - 
thrilling account of his political visit and the catastrophe, he’ 
helped to increase the excitement prevailing. After his speech he 
retired to Diemer & Miles' drug store near by and there met James MM. 
eee his next door neighbor, and they at once entered into a dis- 
pute. 


Several. days vefore Carty had gotten arunk and Fr. Davidson, in 
keeping with his chivalrous nature, took care of him and put him to 
bed, When Carty got, up he pretended to miss a $50 bill, and while 
lr, Davidson was gone he had said that he velieved he took it while 
he was drunk. His accusation was made, perhaps, in an idle way, for 
no one ever for a moment imagined ir. Davidson would stoop to any- 
thing dishonorable. Carty realized that he mac made 6 fatal mistake 
in accusing hin, and when they met that night Mr. Davidson, who had 
been apprised of it, accosted him to know if he had said it, saying 
that "any man who would say so was 4 d_ @ infamous liar." Instant - 
ly Carty said; "I say it, sir," and drawing a revolver he shot hin: 
three times uncer the chin and in the throat. fr, Davidson drew a 
derringer and holding it in his right hand, with his left he seized . 
Carty by the throat and forced. him. hack out of the front door and 
closed the door after him. Heturning his pistol to his pocket, 

his muscular and majestic frame calm and without a quiver, he turned. 
and said: "I would rather die myself than kill another." He spoke no 
more and died next day at 11 o'clock, 


Carty flea that night, backing through the crowd with drawn pistol, 
and went to Texas, where he lived several vears unmolested. 


Thus perished a grand Irish man, one already famous and fitted to 
take a high place in the war that was imminent, and whose name would 
have lived in the annals of his adopted country. 


DEBATE OF #RAXCIS PORTERFIELD FULTON 
Favetteviole Observer Sept. 4, 1885 


Francis Porterfield Fulton was born in the town of Fayetteville, .

During the Civil war occupation, Fayetteville was under the command 
of Yankee General: Payne, @ most cruel, damnable officer, who reigned 
without mercy, and dictated the shooting of people like dogs, as 
evidenced by the killings of Massey, Pickett and Burroughs. Under 
Payne, Fayetteville was closely guarded pickets on all streets and 
alleys: no one could leave the town without a 'tpass' telling where 
he was going, for what purpose, and for how Long he would be gone, 
Similarly no one could enter the town without a 'pass.! 


If a person had not @ pass, 2& guard from the pickett force would 
conduct him to headouarters, The Yankees took all the flour, bacon, 
corn, oats, lard and salt. Smokehouses were raided everywhere and 
every grain of salt that could be found taken, inflicting a merciless 


calamity upon the citizens, an experience they had never known before 
and will never want to see again.

In about Oct. of this same 
year, he sailed from New Orleans to Cuba, bearing dispatches from 
Gen, Jackson to U.S. Ships of war, the Hornet and Pauper. One was 
ordered to St. Augustine and the other to Pensacola to convey the 
transports or ships of transportation agreeably to a treaty between 
the U.S. and Spain. His description of that trip was fearful and 
romantic. He reached the end of his journey successfully, made his 
report to Gen, Jackson, and soon after was stricken with yellow 
fever, from which he came near losing his life. 


Me. Turney servee as a member of the first grand jury of the first 
court held in Pensacola, Fla., under the laws of the U.S. Jackson 
sat on the bench with the judge and would often instruct hin how to 
conduct his court, Fron Pensacola, in 1822, Hr, Turney moved to Ho- 
bile, Ala., and for two years merchandised - the firm was styled 
Turney & Duvall, His wife died while in Nobile, and with a sad 

heart he determined to return to Tenn, He returned in 1824 to Frank- 
lin Co,; in 1827 he. moved to LCT, and in 1833 he-moved to and: settled 
the place where. he died, 


Mr, Turney's public record in Tenn, was just and honest, He repre- 
sented LC? in the lower house of the Legislature two terms in suc~ 
cession, - elected first in 1843 and reelected in 1845, He was al- 
ways a democrat, and in his closing days was real exultant over 
democratic tenets. a 


He was opposed to the secession of the States. He wanted a conven- 
tion of our wisest statesmen, hoping they could so conpromise mea- 
sures that trouble would be avoided, but when the States commenced. 
seceding he wanted YTenn., to fo with them. He accordingly #ave ud. 
to the Southern Confederacy every son - six in number - anc his two 
sons-in-law for the fight. Two of his sons fell in the pattle in 
Richmond, Va, 


For thirty years the subject of this sketch was a justice of the 
peace, and was regarded with greatest respect by 211 his fellow 
citizens. : 


He was never prosperous after the war, His second wife died Aug. 
1865, and that, coupled with the death of his two sons in the war, 
and his own declining age, kept him close at home for the past 
twenty years. He never belonged to any church, but for many years 
before his. death had strong convictions of the truth of the Christ- 
jan religion, In @ conversation with hin several years ago, he 
said, "I think all Christian believers should belong to the church, 
and if I ha@ my life to live over I certainly would join the church 
itself," I wags called to see him some weeks vefore his death, 
when he said to me, "I am not afraid to die, and I want all ™ 
friends to know that I had a hope beyond the grave," I never met a 
grander old man, His life was eventful and useful. He lived to 
make character, if not fame, and on the delightful hills of bliss- 
ful immortality we hone to see him again.

We Let the government heve all the 
hogs & wheat we thought we could spare last fall, put if necessary, 
we are willing to divide our rations with them if they will only 
stay with us in Tennessee, ‘here are variovs opinions ahout them 
holding the state - some think they will be ahle - others are cf the 
AGATE the enemy will come up the Tennessee river & try to flank 
our Army - but I presume lr. Antony will he able to give you all the 
news about the movements of the Army as he has been up to the front 
lately. Provisions of 411 kinds are scarcer in this county than we 
all ever exvected. I will give you the prices of some articles so 
you can form some idea of the scarcity - Flour is fifteen dollars 2 
hundred, Bacon thirty five to forty cts pr sound, irish potatoes from 
4 to 6 dollars pr bushel, butter one dollar pr pound, efms one dol- 
lar pr dozen.
